Bullding.

The Post-Dispatch also obtained the ori- 
ginal Bimberg contract. It shows that Bur- 
nett, Stayton & Campbell, lawyers who

Hedley Was arrested and locked up at 
Carlinville, the county seat. 

The churches had been arrayed against 
each other almost from the inception of 
the trouble. Hedley had left the Congre- 
gational Church on account of the gossip 
about him and Miss Brown, and had 
joined the Methodist Church. 

The tragedy occurred on the street at 
noontime. Many persons saw it. Hedley 
fired after Rcehards had struck him and 
while the Mayor was reaching for a plow- 
point ly!ng near 

After his acquittal Hedley left Bunker 
Hill and came to St. Louis. Miss Brown 
also came to St. Louis. 

His wife applied for a divorce, and 
did not contest the sult. <A divorce 
granted her about a month ago.

SHOT WHILE HUNTING 


| 


ALFRED HUGG OF HIGHLAND, 
ILL., MET WITH A SERIOUS 
ACCIDENT. 


HIS LEFT ARM AMPUTATED. 


After the Shooting He Dragged Him- 
self More Than One Mile to the 
Nearest Farmhouse. 


Alfred Hugg, son of one of the wealthiest 
men in Highland, Ill, was the victim Mon- 
day of a hunting accident, which will prob- 
ably cause his death. 

Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw of St. Louis was 
called to the scene by long distance (téle- 
phone and amputated the young man's arm 
ciose to the right shoulder, but owing to 
the loss of blood which the unfortunate 
victim suffered immediately after the mis- 
hap, Dr. Brokaw regards his chances as 
desperate. 

Young Hugg was engaged in rabbit hunf- 
ing when his sport.was brought to an un- 
timely end by the premature explosion. 
Having chased a couple of rabbits into a 
copse where they were circling round and 
round, the ambitious hunter started to 
climb a fence in order to stop his frisky 
four-footed friends. With one leg over the 
upper fence rail he dragged his shooting 
piece towards him, A strand of wire caught 
the trigger and a moment afterward the 
charge entered his chest and acm. 

Hugg feli, stunned, but recovered con- 
sciousness and by a superhuman effort 
Started to leave the place where he knew 
death would be his inevitable fate. He 
tore off his coat and knotted it as best he 
could around the gaping wounds. 

Che plucky fellow began to traverse a mile 
of woods which lay between him an the 
nearest farmhouse, Almost faintin he 
reached his destination and fell, blood still 
oozing from his torn arm, 

Word was quickly dispatched to Dr. 
Evarts, who applied temporary dressing, 
and asked that Dr. Brokaw be called in 
consultation It was after dark then, but 
the St. Louis surgeon responded and passed 
the night with the wounded man.

Mr. Glass. had ‘this to say: “Experience 
has taught me that no form of publicity 
vields the returns derived from newspaper 
advertising. Of all advertised husinesses the 
drama stands in greatest need of improve- 
ment. No other business has followed con- 
ventional lines so closely, and the methods 
of to-day are the methods of fifty years 
ago. The money spent by traveling com- 
panies for advertising is mostly used for 
gaudy, nauseating lithographs, unreadable 
three-sheets and senseless hangers. 
“ITcontend without fear of contradiction by 
any first-class general advertiser, that the 
money thus spent, if invested in well-writ- 
ten and aptly illustrated newspaper ad- 
vertisements, would arouse far greater in- 
terest. F

Judge Grosscup Grants an Injunction 
Against Imitators of This Valuable 


Remedy. 

CHICAGO, Ill, Nov. 1—A decision of 
eneral] interest was deliverd yesterday by 

udge Peter’S. Grosscup of the United 
States Circuit Court, giving the Centaur 
Co. of New York City, manufacturers of 
Castoria, a world-renowned remedy, an in- 
junction against the members of the Chi- 
cago firm of Hurd, Young & Pierson, act- 
ing as agents of the Pitcher Medicine Co. 
‘of Duluth, Minn. Judge Grosscup, in his 
decision, finds that the defendants manu- 
factured, put up and sold in imitation wrap- 

ers, labels and packages, a preparation 
nown as “Castoria.’’ The court held that 
such manufacture and use of original label 
was a gross violation of the Centuar Co.'s 
rights. The Judge thereupon isued an in- 
unction restraining the defendants from 
imitating the original Castoria labels of the 
Céntaur Co. Messrs. Hamline, Scott and 
Lord appeared as attorneys for the Cen- 
taur Co. During the hearing of the case an 
affidavit was read from Dr. Samuel Pitcher, 
the originator of, the preparation, ‘“Cas- 
toria,”’ in which he stated that the Cen- 
taur Co. only had the right-to use his 
formula and his name. 

Charles H. Fletcher, President of the com- 
pany, has been most active in tracing the 
source of spurious goods that were found 
on the market and offered for sale as the 
real article. He discovered that the imita- 
tion was first put on the market by the 
Sager Drug Co. of Duluth, Minn., and that 
Mr. Hurd and others handled the repara- 
tion in Chicago. The’Sale was found so easy 
that the agents proceeded to put up a 
preparation of their own, thus checkmatin 
their principals. The decision just rene eo 
covers both imitations. The Centaur Co. are 
now taking’ steps to proceed criminally 
against druggists who have been talked into 
laying in a stock of the counterfeit ‘‘Cas- 
toria.”

HE WAS SEIZED BY HYSTERIA. 


Fell to the Pavement Unconscious, 
Suffering From Gunshot Wounds 
Received in His Head. 


An interesting and in many respects the 
most remarkable case of hysteria on record 
is under treatment at the City Hospital. 
The patient is Thomas McAntee, aged 35 
years, whose home is at 211% Wash street. 

As a Thiel detective, he took an active 
part in the recent riot at Virden, Ill, and 
while fleeing from the infuriated miners he 
Was knocked down and his head riddled 
with buckshot. For half an hinaliae lay on 
the ground semi-conscious. -He was finally 
carried away by friends and was apparently 
om the road to recovery when he suddenly 
became seized with hysteria. 

He screamed aloud until his voice grew 
hoarse. Then he relapsed into a state of 
coma, and awoke the following mofning 
gob aa 4 convalescent. He returned to St. 

ouis one week ago, and has been taking a 
brief rest before resuming h.s.labors. 

Tuesday afiernoon McAntee left home 
for a walk to the western part of the city. 
He says he never felt better in his life. 

“ft thought I had thoroughly regained my 
strength,’’ he said, ‘““‘when an awful weak- 
ness suddenly came over me. Then I top- 
pled over in a oe» and fell heavily to the 
sidewalk. After that 1 don’t Know what 
happened.”’ 

McAntee was removed to the City Hos- 
pital late Tuesday afternoon. Evidently he 
was unconscious when laid on the cot. The 
physicians watched him closely. Soon the 
expression on his face changed to a smile, 
his eyelids drooped, and it was at first be- 
lieved he was a victim of catalepsy. Vari- 
ous stimulants were applied but to no pur- 
pose. The samejmhappy smile wreathed Mc- 
Antee’s countenanee. For eight hours not 
a muscle in McAntee’s body moved. But 
all the while the smi.e played about his lips, 
and he looked as a man in a state of bliss- 
ful delight. 

The doctors called 
ecstacy. 

“The case is a rare one,”’ said Dr. Rich- 
ards, Tuesday, “although IF am confident it 
can easily be cured. I unrderstand Mc- 
Antee had a similar attack 18 years ago. 
[The scars on. the head from the buckshot 
are still plainly visible. But it is not un- 
Likely the shock he received in the riot at 
Virden produced the hysteria.”

ST. LOUIS HUNTERS NEAR ALTON 
COMPEL THE OFFICER TO 
THROW UP HIS HANDS. 


LEVELED SHOTGUN AT HIM. 


Covering Him With Their Weapons, 
the St. Louis Hunters Got on a 
Train, Escaping Arrest 
for Trespass. 


Once in a while something occurs to get 
the name of the little Illinois village of 
Elsah, on ‘the Mississippi River, 15 miles 
above Alton, before the eyes of the world. 
It is such a quiet little place that even the 
people who live there admit it was dead 
when it was laid out, and in the summer it 
is a favorite resort for St. Louis people 
who like to pass the heated term in a place 
where there is cool and quiet. 

Monday a party of five St. Louis hunters 
Stepped off the Bluff Line train at Elsah to 
spend the day in the quail fields, up the 
hollow. In the course of their hunting they 
crossed a field where the fences were lib- 
erally plastered with that sign so pictur- 
esque to a spo*tsman’s eye, ‘“‘No hunting 
in* here.”’ 

fhe leader of the party said: ‘I believe 
this farmer is mistaken. [t looks to me like 
there is very good hunting in there.’’ 

So in they went and out they went, with 
the irate farmer at their heels. He fol- 
lowed them into the village and secured a 
Warrant for them for trespass. The war- 
rant was given a constable, and he went 
down ‘to the depot, where the hunters 
aWaited the train, to arrest them. He read 
the warrant and told them to consider 
themselves under arrest. 

They laughed at him. 

Then he pulled his revolver and told them 
to go with him to the office of a justice of 
the peace. 

They swore at him. 

Then they held a short consultation and 
leveled five shotguns at him, with an order 
to throw up his hands. The constable com- 
plied with the order, and when the train 
came .in he was standing there with his 
hands high in the air. 

With their guns still leveled at him the 
St. Louis hunters backed upon the train 
and stood upon the rear platform until the 
train was out of range. Then they lowered 
their guns, and the officer dropped his arms.

FOR AN @-HOUR DAY 


PRESIDENT GOMPERS MAKES AN 
APPEAL TO STATE FEDER- 
ATIONS OF LABOR. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of Labor, 
has sent a letter to State branches of the 
order in reference to the bill to create an 
eight-hour day for all government work, 
whether done by the government direct or 
by contract, in which he says: 

During the last session of Congress our 
eight-hour bill (H. R. 7389) passed the House 
of Representatives. Owing to the opposi- 
tion of some Senators it did not pass the 
Senate. 

It is unnecessary at this time to enter into 

an argument in favor of the eight-hour 
day and its establishment by law for all 
government work whether performed di- 
rect or by contract, but one statement made 
by an interested opponent will suffice to 
convince all that it will not destroy nor 
injure nor be an obstacle in the general in- 
dustries, nor the development of our in- 
freasing ship building. 
' Mr. Cramp of the Cramp shipyards, be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Education 
and Labor, admitted that notwithstanding 
the workmen in the shipyards of Franco 
worked 11 and 12 hours per day and the 
workmen in the shipyards of the United, 
States worked 8 or WW, that while the 
French shipbuilders offered to build Rus- 
sian warships in five years, Mr. Cramp’s 
company agreed to biild the vessels in 30 
months. Notwithstanding wages are higher 
in the United States than in Franre, the 
French shipbuilders wanted more money tu 
bullid the Russian war vessels than the 
Cramp company had contracted to deliver 
them. : 

The Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor at the meeting held 
here Oct. 24-25 instructed the undersigned 
to request you, and | do so request you 
now to associate with yourself any com- 
mittee of union men for the purpose of 
waiting upon Senators for the purpose of 
eecuring a promise from them that they 
will favor our eight-hour bili at the com- 
ing session of Congress in December. If 
necessary, we should be pleased to have you 
appoint comittees to wait upon either or 
both of these Senators to obtain like results. 

We have no partisan interest to further or 
to punish; our movement our cause, and 
our interests are committed to and largely 
tnvolved in the eight-hour law and the eight 
hour movement; we propose to oppose 
those who are antagonistic to tht lawful 
and peaceful methods and measures of our 
organized fellow-workers. 

Ry the cordial and prompt co-operation 
of all, there can be no doubt but we shal! 
remove opposition to our bill.

PRIVATE DERR ACQUITTED. 


Acted in Self-Defense When He Shot

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A Civil-Service Problem. 
Washington Special in Chicago Post. 


Every year the heads of the great de 
partments in Washington are having in- 
creased trouble with superannuated clerks. 
Many of these clerks have been in public 
service from twenty-five to thirty-five 
years, and there are not a few on the rolls 
who have been working uninterruptedly for 
the Government for forty-five or fifty 
years. Many of these old clerks have been 
holding high-salaried positions for a great 
many years, but the great majority are 
middle class, where the salaries range from 
$1000 to $1400. With advancing years they 
lose in efficiency and their retention on 
the pay rolls in important. positions is an 
injustice to younger and better clerks who 
are doing a greater amount of work for 
less money. Heads of departments cannot 
nerve themselves to discharge these veteran 
clerks, and so they drag on year after year 
incumbering the service. Secretary Gage 
solved the problem after a fashion in his 
department by summarily reducing a con- 
siderable number of the oldtimers to $6” 
per annum and giving them easy work, 
thereby making way for younger clerks, 
increasing the efficiency of the service and 
avoiding the cruelty of wholesale dis- 
charge. It was in a sense the creation of 
a pension roll and stirred up a great com- 
motion at the time the thing was done. 
Now, however, there is talk of adopting the 
same plan in the Interior and Postoffice 
Departments, where there is an accumula- 
tion.of clerical dead wood greater in weight 
than Mr. Gage found in the Treasury 
sartment. What to do with old clerks who 
ave given the better part of their lives 
to the Government eervice will, neverthe-

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A BAD PRECEDENT SET ASIDE. 


ee Flitcraft performed a signal service for the people of 
- L.ouls in ordering that both the affirmative and negative 
of the public library tax proposition be printed on the ballots. 
Under Judge Flitcraft’s ruling the plan to catch votes by 
printing only the affirmative proposition is defeated. The 
case of the new library is presented to the people on its mer- 
its, Without advantage on either side. Although in this case 
the scheme to make a non-partisan tax proposition par- 
tisan and one-sided was evolved for a good cause, it in- 
volved moral Obliquity and set up a bad precedent which 
might be abused in the future by machine bosses for the 
purpose of entrapping and robbing the people. 

Judge Flitcraft’s decision is as good in morals as in law. 
It is based distinctly on the view that the affirmative form 
only would be an unfair presentation of the proposition to 
the voters. 

This was the Post-Dispatch’s view of the matter and the 
decision is a vindication at all points of our position. De- 
spite the strong legal opinions in favor of the Library cam- 
paign committee’s plan the Post-Dispatch opposed it as an 
immoral and dangerous device, unworthy of the cause for 
which it was to be used, and the Post-Dispatch was right.

AN IS 99. 
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ISAAC COX WAS BORN BEFORE 
THE TERRITORY WAS PUR- 
CHASED FROM FRANCE. 


MARYVILLE, Mo., Nov. 1.—Isaac Cox is 
one of the oldest men in the State. He 
was born when Missouri belonged to France. 
That happened in Kentucky Nov. 3, 1799. 

George Washineton died within a month 
of Mr. Cox’s birth. Mr. Cox has lived 
through every war in which the United 
States, as a nation, has been engaged. 

Mr. Cox came to Missouri in 1343. The 
first sales of land in the northern part of 
that section of Missouri which is Known 
as the Platte Purchase and which had just 
been opened to settlement took plate that 
year. Mr. Cox remained in Buchanan and 
Platte Counties a year and a half, and then 
came north to Nodaway. When he entered 
the piece of land he now lives on, Nodaway 
County had not yet been organized, thtre 
was not a white settlement of any kind 
nearer than sixteen miles away, and be- 
tween his home and where Maryville now 
Stands, and to the northern line of the 
county, so far as he knows, there wag not 
a single house, The next year Maryville, 
which is now the “Princess of the Platte 
Purchase,’ was laid out and made the seat 
of government of Nodaway County, which 
had been separated from Andrew in 1845. 

Mr, Cox’s hair and beard are a rich, iron 
gray color, and one who judged entirely 
by thern would be more likely.to take him 
for a man of 55, than for one of 99 years. 
Speaking of this he said: 

“When was about 70 my hair turned 
very white, and remained so until a year 
or two ago, when I had a bad. spell of 
pneumonia, Then it came out badly, and

w1ara Harrison slipped away from 

he. home, 1509 North ‘Tenth street, at 6 

o’clock Tuesday morning and sought death 

in the river at the foot of Washington ave- 
- nue. 

The heroism of. Edward BramkKer and 
Herman Kamphafer, watchmen, saved the 
woman's life. 

They plunged into the water, and after a 
thrilling struggle, dragged Mrs. Harrison 
ashore. 

The drowning woman's wealth of hair 
gave the rescuers a hold. She was literally 
dragged from death by the hair of her head, 

It was just daybreak when the watch- 
men saw a woman stealing silently along 
the river bank. 

‘They felt instinctively that 
was wrong. followed. 

The woman was two or three blocks 
ahead of them, and. before they could 
overtake her. she suddenly stopped, gazed 
Out upon the water for a moment and 
then, waving her arms wildly, she leaped 
far out into the stream 

The pursu.ne watchmen 
py woman sink.

The womun, bent on suicide, battled with 
her rescuers, Several Limes 11 appeared 
that all three would be drowned. =.

But the men were strong and they Kept 
pushing ahead to a landing place. At last, 
aimost exhausted, they lifted their charge 
from the water and laid her down upon 
the stone-paved levee. 

While one of the watchmen 
vive the woman the other called a police- 
man, who took Mrs. Harrison to the City 
Dispensary, and then to the Four Courts, 
Water dripped from her clothing in rivu- 
lets as climbed the stairs leading to 
the matron’s room. There she disrobed and 
her clothing was dried bya fire. 

“T quarreled with my husband and didn't 
Want to live any longer, so 1 decided to 
jump in the river,’’ the woman explained. 

She said that her home life had not been 
happy for a long while, so she quietly stole 
@way in;jsearch of death, and to her the 
river seetned to offer-the easiest mode, 

“TI don’t know whether I'm glad or sorry 
ethat those brave men saved me,” she said 
. @adly. 

Later in the day. after Mrs. Harrison hed 
donned dry clothing, her husband came to 
gee her, and in Capt. Reynolds ‘office thera 
Was a happy reconciliation. 

Hand in hand, the pair left the Four 
Courts, while their four little children tod- 
dled along behind. 

Harrison is a painter. His wife is 27 
years old and as pretty a woman as may be 
geen in a day’s travel. 

Before she jeft the Four Courts she said 
she was glad to be alive and said she hoped 
to life long with her husband and children.

Bennts Spech, a sign painter living at 1216 
Pine street, was the victim of a mysterious 
assault Monday night, which terminated 
in his death. 

William McLain of 2635 Bernard street 
Witnessed the tragedy. According to his 
statement Spech was walking westward 
from Twelfth street to his lodging house, 
when three men ordered him to halt. They 
emerged from the alley, midway between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets. Words 
passed between the trio and Spech which 
McLain could not hear. 

Then one of them drew a siungshot from 
his pocket and dealt Spech a terrible blow 
over the head. He dropped like a log to the 
ground and not acry escaped his lips. 

At that moment McLain, who was prob- 
ably 100 feet away, ran with full speed to 
the injured man’s rescue. But Spech’s as- 
sailants had disappeared. Their bloody work 
Was accomplished. 

In falling Spech struck the stone curbing 
which resulted in a compound fracture of 
the skull, 

McLain rushed into Blom’s saloon, over 
which Spech lived, and gave the alarm. He 
was joined by Edward Anderson, Frank 
Walton and Dave Eckels, all “of whom 
started in pursuit of the murderers, 

Spech was removed to his room, where 
stimulants were administered, but he failed 
to revive. 

An ambulance was then 
he was sent to the City Hospital. 
pronounced the case hopeless. 

The unfortunate man died an hour later, 
without having regained consciousness. 
The police believe it was the. work of 
footpads. But this theory may be shattered 
by the fact that Spech had a large sum of 
money on his person, not a cent of which 
Was taken. 

On the other hand, McLain’s arrival may 
have frightened off the highwaymen. 

Bennis Spech was 32 years old, and had 
lived in St. Louis many years. He came 
here from Illinois.

The proverbial antipathy between step- 
mother and stepson came to a crisis in 
Chief Desmond's office when Mrs. Titonia 
Atkinson confronted her stepson, Reuben 
Atkinson, who accuses her of poisoning 
Louis Atkinson, her late husband, who died 
suddenly July 16. 

The young man, reiterates the charge in- 
cluded in the sworn statement made to 
Deputy Coroner Gast Monday afternoon— 
that is. that he believes his father Was 
poisoned and that the motive was to get 
possession of $1000 which the deceased kept 


in his house. ; 

The step-mother listened while Reuben 
Atkinson told his story to Chief Desmond. 

“It is false from beginning to end,” she 
exclaimed in dramatic tones. 

Then Chief Desmor‘d subjected the accus- 
er to a rigid cross-examination, and he 
failed to set forth any conclusive proof. 

In fact, he ptart.cany admitted that he 

ras dealing in theories. 

"Detectives O’Connell and McGrath have 
been detailed, and the accused stepmother 
is nominally a prisoner in Chief Desmond - 
office pending a report of the detectives’ in- 
vestigation. 

It is regarded as certain, however, that 
she will be released. 

Chief Desmond is inclined to doubt the 
truth of the accusation, but at the request 
of Coroner Wait there will be a thorough 
investigation. Meanwhile the Coroner is 
awaiting developments. 

Mrs. Atkinson, who is now living on Bid- 
die street, was arrested at her home late 
Monday evening. She spent the night in a 
cell. 

“Of course I did not poison by husband,” 
‘and if he had $1000 or any other large sum 
of money I never heard of it. 

“This is all a put-up job to. give me 
trouble, and there is no proof against me. Il 
think it is a shame that a_e respectable 
woman should be dragged through the 
streets to a police station and lodged in a 
cell with the scrapings of humanity, and 
that for nothing.”’ 

The Coroner's records show that Louis 
Atkinson died suddewly on the night of 
July 16, and the post mortem developed that 
death was due to inflammation of the stom- 


ach, 
Unless Chief Desmond advises it, the Cor- 
oner will not re-open the inquest, and it 


now appears that Reuben Atkinson's accu- 
sations may prove a boomerang.

NEW FOOD FISH. 


Taten and Describe il a: a Meeting of a 
New York Socity. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


The members of the Cuvier Club are much 
interested in the discoyery, or at least the 
first public appearance, of a new food fish. 
It is called the tilefish, and was served for 
the first time at the banquet of the New 
York Society for the Protection of Gome. 
The new fish was described as follows by 
ex-Fish Commissioner Eugene C. Black- 


ford. 

“The tilefish,”” Mr. Blackford said, “‘was 
first discovered on hitherto unexplored 
ground 80 miles southeast of No Man's 
Land, Mass., in 1879, by Capt. Kirby of 
Gloucester. A specimen having been sent 
to Prof. Baird, it was declared to be a new 
species of fish, and an investigation of its 
habits was at once made by the United 
States Fish Commission steamer _ Fish 
Howk. The fish were found in great ebun- 
dance off the southern coast of New Eng- 
land in 75 to 80 fathoms of water, and 
upon the edge of what is known as the Con- 
tinental Plateau, where the sea bottom sud- 
denly dips downward to the extreme depth 
of the ocean. Members of the Fish Commis- 
sion and others tested the edible qualities 


fof the fish, expressed themselves very fav- 


orable thereon, some describing it as ap- 
proaching the striped bass In flavor. I do 
not quite agree with this. It seemed to me 
that it was more like the meat and flavor 
of large biackfish or tautog. 
“This fish is one of the most 
colored specimens known outside 
ick. is remarkable for the reason of a small 
dorsal fin resembling that of the salmon, 
which is placed on the neck in atvance of 
the regular dorsal] fin, instead of behind It, 
as in the salmon —— They weigh from 
younds each.

The Proposition for the Acquisition of 
the Philippines Will Be Peremp- 
torily Declined, Say ‘the 
Matin and Gaulois. 


PARIS, Nov. 1.—The French papers derive 
their news of the work of the peace com- 
missions from Spanish sources, and, there- 
fore, the morning papers here to-day are 
interesting as indicating the atmosphere 
Spanish quarters and the trend of xrrench 
views and tendencies. It must be recalled 
that the Spaniards have accepted the re- 
fusal of the United States Government 
to assume any of the Spanish debt, and the 
Cuban question has been set away to await 
its place in the final treaty, proyiding dif- 
ferences on the question of the Philippine 
Islands shall not prevent the making of any 
treaty. As the whole is composed of its 
parts, so must the Philippine question be 
mutually agreed on or none of these ques- 
tions previously agreed on will find a place 
in the treaty. 

The Matin says: “It is well understood 
that the cession of Porto Rico was tanta- 
mount to the payment of a war indémnity 
in cash, and entirely freed Spain from any 
subsequent repetition on the subject. As 
to Cuba the Spaniards declined to concur 
in separating the debt from the pledge, the 
mortgage from the load, and as it was im- 
. possible to reach an understanding they 
asked that at least the order of the pro- 
tocol be inverted, and that the question of 
the Philippines be previously discussed, 
that question possibly offering the Ameri- 
cans an opportunity for tendering some 
compensation for the enormous sacrifices 
they have forced upon the conquered. The 
Americans finally acceded to the change, 
and only asked the Spaniards to accept 
provisionally the clauses relating to the 
Cuban debt, with the reservation that the 
acceptance could be withdrawn if no agree- 
ment Was reached as to the Philippines.’’ 

Referring to yesterday’s meeting, the

“The Spaniards say they will make their 
answer known on Friday. But it is easy to 
foresee what it will be—a refusal, precise 
and formal. The Spanish plenipotentiaries

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Col. Waring's 
startling death has been the dominant fac- 
tor in the change of plan. on the part of 
the administration as to the time of the 
sailing of the United States treops for Cuba.

3’ had been mentioned, and had been re- 
ceived as final, but there will be a delay of 
probably three weeks. A high official says 
that this delay would not be regretted by 
the administration, because otherwise the 
troops would be thrown into needless dan- 
ger. It was recalled that three persons who 
went with the commission and had been 
quartered under the best auspices, had died. 
Had not the attention of the administration 
been thus sharply drawn to climatic dan- 
gers there would have: been an attempt to 
start off the Seventh Army Corps from 8a- 
vannah at an early day. 

But as it turns out this would have been 
impossible on account of the lack of prepa- 
ration in the department of transportation.

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AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


About the most diverting thing I have 
seen at the theaters for a long time is Her- 
bert Kelcey playing the part of a flame for 
the singeing of pretty moths. 

Mr. Kelcey has played many parts for the 
St. Louis public, but all hitherto exempli- 
fied some phase of the good man. He has 
played the gamut of the virtues. He has 
manicured his finger nails in all the circum- 
stances cf suffering virtue. His head has 
been surrounded with a halo of goodness, 
and the women—those who adore the good 
man as devoted lover or faithful husband— 
haye fallen down and worshipped him. He 
has been their idealization of the man in the 
mirror on Halloween eve. 

Last night at the Olympic this idol of the 
confiding ingenue was smashed in pieces. 
Mr. Kelcey was was not content with trying 
to be a spark and evoluting into a fire, he 
burst at once into a scorching flame. He 
ran the gamut of the vices. He plunged 
up to his neck in the mire of villainy. He 
became a man with a most embarrassing 
past—embarrassing to the audience as well 
as to himself—which even confronts and hu- 
miliates him at the sacred altar of hymen. 

In the first act Kelcey is a blackguard and 
a coward: in the second he is a blackguard 
and a brute; in the third he is a blackguard 
and a cur. He falls so low that he strikes 
one woman and threatens another—think of 
it and shudder. 

Not only does Mr. Kelcey become at one 
step a “vile villain,’’ but his author sur- 
rounds him with all the accessories of devil- 
ishness. He puts him. in the fastest 
set of the Four Hundred, among whom 
virtue is an idle jest and vice sparkles 
in the froth of the champagne. Most of his 
fair companions are engaged in ripping vir- 
tue and each other's characters into shreds, 
There are plentiful shafts of wit shot. into 
the vitals of things plain mortals respect 
and admire. 

All of this {s interesting, but shocking to 
the pretty moths beyond the proscenium 
arch, who have basked securely in the light 
of Mr. Kelcey’s halo. Tne shock really 
mus: be terrific. 

But perhaps the most interesting question 
concerns the quality of Mr. Kelcey’s staze 
villainy. It must be confessed the garment 
of rascality sits awkwardly on his shoulk!- 
ers. It is not a good fit. He is an apolo- 
getic and nervous scoundrel, who seems tu 
be anxious to have the audience understand 
that he is not so bad as he is painted. In 
the embarrassing scene at the altar |} 
jumps about most uncomfortably. 
truth is the scene is an uncomfortable : 
vulgar piece of melodrama of the crude 
raw kind. It has no place in a high-- 
drama. Jt ought to be acted behind 
scenes. It is a repulsive thing, smacking of 
the police court, which an ingenious and 
tasteful author would have suppressed in 
favor of its results. The only conceivable 
reason for introducing it is to give the 
members of the fast set a chance to show 
how badly they can behave in church and 
what witty and wicked things they can say 
about marriage. 

But the play is full of startling contrasts. 
There is a stunning one in the first act, 
when the host of a costume party, finding 
himself ruined, commits suicide in an upper 
room while his guests frolic below. The

of shame and misery, lying to her and try- 
ing to buy and bully her to marry him. He 
has deserted a wife and child. He threatens 
to expose the dishonesty and suicide of 
Marion’s father, which his money, unknown 
to her, has helped to conceal. At the last 
moment there is a feeble attempt to redeem 
the irredeemable blackguard and to patch 
up the future of both wronged women. 


Through this web of horror and shame 
there is woven a woof of frivolous comedy. 
The fast set joke about marriage, divorce 
and death. They indulge im cynical wit- 
icisms on the most sacred themes at the 
most tragic moments. The lines scintillate 
with clever hits. It reminds one of a skel- 
eton bedecked with jewels. 

The play has strong elements, admirable 


bits, and now and then rises to high dram- 
atic heights, but the artificialty of it is im- 
pressive, and the second act is crude to 
vulgarity. The theme is unpleasant, and 
the unpleasantness is made wantonly con- 
spicuous. 

Miss Effie Shannon was sweet and win- 
ning in the lighter part of the work, and 
developed unsuspected emotional powers in 
the tragic situations, The part, however, is 
not her best fit. She is fashioned for pleas- 
‘anter work. 

One of the hits of the evening was the 
work of Miss Marion Abbott as the lead- 
ing member of the divorce club, with'a 
witty tongue and a warm heart. The cast 
is satisfactory throughout. 

The moths will be thoroughly pleased with 
the gowns of the women. 


One wonders why Mr. Kelcey should give 
the public such a ghastly mockery of life 
without special opportunity for brilllant 
acting, and why he should try to play the 
part of an insufferable scoundrel unless he 
is affected with that fatal taste for versa- 
tility which leads players to do their 
worst, JINGLE, 


Playwrights are usually moralists only so 
far as the moral may accentuate and 
heighten the dramatic effect. And it is 
quite presen Mr. Gillette had in view, 
when he wrote the ‘Secret Service,”’ no 
greater ambition than to rescue temporarily 
from ignominy a character despised, and 
startle the public with a wealth of vision 
irom a new standpoint realized in a play 
tiat would go. 

The probabilities are, also, that Mr. Gil- 
lette had sense enough not to undertake the 


impossible—that of deifying the spy. There 
fore, his work adheres closely to the main 
purpose of showing that, even with the best 
and most generous opportunities, the spy 
is still there—ignoble and yet courageous, 
This is manifest as much in his superb act- 
ing as in the cleverness of the dialogue and 
the interest of the dramatic effects. For, 
when one has absorbed with eye and ear 
all the beauties of the ‘Secret Service” per- 
formance, he turns aweg with his feeling 
unchanged that the desperate daring of the 
Secret Service man, worthy of a better

cause, is still nothing hut treachery, un- 
fairness and deceit. Mr. Gillette has made 
you understand, also, that if you apprfe- 
clate the character of Capt. orne you 
would do well even to doubt the sincerity 
of his love for the Southern girl who has 
dared and done worse than death to save 
him. And that reminds you, again, that 
Bdith Varney is not much of a_ heroine, 
however human she may be.

Jonas 
work of removing the bullets from the 
soldiers’ uns, stacked in his mistress 
house while the so:diers sit in drum-head 
court-martial on the spy, is done with the 
deep pathos and intelligence of Clara Mor- 
ris’ or Sarah Bernhardt’s death scenes, 
instead of with the quick, noiseless, In- 
dian treachery of the negro at his worst. 
That scene must have been great in Salem, 
Mass. It isn’t worth a cent down South. 

But Ah, the magnificent effects of “Secret 
Service!’ Anybody can tear a performance 
to tatters, but it requires a stage genius to 
construct such a play a6 that. In the manit- 
fold details of stage business to the ma- 
terial and scenic effects, the performance is 
about as nearly perfect as the subject could 
possibly warrant. It is as fine an ex ibi- 
tion of the stage art as the theater, has 
seen in many years. 

Mr. Gillette had a good audience at the 
Century last night. He is an old favorite 
here. the public long ago having learned 
that he is an honest, skillful workman who 
leaves nothing undone that will tend to 
their complete and artistic entertainment.
